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When, Not Whether, to Tow Away 
Problem Cars Bedevils Council 


Fight fans, those who park on 
city streets for extended periods 
or without proper plates and 
those who want such cars re- 
moved should all plan to attend 
the next regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council (Mon- 
day, July 14, 8 p.m. in the Mu- 
nicipal Building) or to watch it 
on cable channel 71. If the ver- 
bal fireworks at the June 30 
meeting were any indication, it 
could be a lively debate. 

Normally, the first reading of 
proposed legislation is pretty 
dull. A councilmember reads the 
title of the bill (in this case “An 
Ordinance to Amend Chapter 11 
of the Greenbelt City Code, 
‘Motor Vehicles And Traffic,’ in 
Order to Prohibit the Parking of 
Vehicles on City Streets, Alleys, 
Roadways and Parking Lots for 
30 Days or Longer’), serving no- 
tice that council plans to con- 
sider the bill for final approval 
at a future (usually the next) 
council meeting. Period. End of 
discussion. 

In this case, however, the first 
reading was anything but pro 
forma. Councilmembers argued 
with each other, not always wait- 
ing to be recognized by the 
mayor. They had a protracted 
discussion of council procedures, 
eventually settled by City Solici- 
tor Robert Manzi. In the end, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
introduced the ordinance as writ-

The Undercard 

The bill sparking the fuss was 
one of a pair of bills drafted by 
the city’s Department of Planning 
and Community Development to 
give the city more legal tools to 
remove problem cars from city 
streets. Currently the city has 
the power to remove inoperable 
cars, though it can be difficult to 
spot them. (Code Enforcement 
Officer Renée Landen told coun- 
cil of one car that, although it 
looked okay, had its engine in 
the trunk.) The city can also 
tow cars that are not properly 
registered. However, there are a 
surprising number of cars, appar- 
ently, with just one plate when 
two are required. City staff can- 
not easily identify whether the 
other plate is on another car, lost 
or stolen. Under current law, staff 
must confirm that the car is not 
properly registered. 

The first ordinance would al- 
low the city to tow vehicles not 
displaying the proper number of 
plates, based upon the laws in 
the state that issued the tag. 
(Cars with dealer plates or from 
Delaware, for example, only need 
one plate.) Code enforcement 
officers spotting cars without 
proper tags, Landen said, would 
first issue a warning ticket. If 
the car was not promptly brought 
into compliance with the law, the 
officer would then place a 48-

The Main Event 

The second ordinance would 
ban parking in the same space 
for 30 days or more. Currently, 
the city can only tow a car if it 
is inoperable or not properly 
registered. If the car is registered 
and the driver can give the car a 
jump start or otherwise get it to 
run at least briefly, the city’s 
hands are tied (at least until the 
tires rot out, Landen noted). In 
her written comments to council, 
Director of Planning and Com- 
munity Development Celia Craze 
noted that allowing cars to tie up 
city parking places for extended 
periods deprives others from the 
ability to use those spaces, im- 
pacting the entire neighborhood. 
(At the meeting, Landen noted 
that sometimes dead animals are 
trapped underneath stationary 
cars, which can impact the 
neighbors in an even more no- 
ticeable way.) Landen reported 
that in just two days city staff 
counted 17 vehicles on city 
streets that had not moved for 
more than a month. 

Council and staff have con- 
sidered similar bans in the past, 
usually with shorter time limits. 
These limits have triggered con- 
cerns that people would return

City, State's Attorney Attend 
Getting-to-know-you Meeting

At a meeting June 16 spon- 
sored by the Greenbelt City 
Council, Prince George’s County 
State’s Attorney Glen Ivey met 
with members of the public inter- 
ested in law enforcement. At- 
tendees included police officers, 
representatives of the city gov- 
ernment, members of the council 
and citizens. Mayor Judith 
Davis noted that such “getting to 
know you” sessions had been 
held in the past, but that it had 
been “six or seven years” since 
one was held with the State’s At- 
torney. 

Zoning Code 

From the start of the meeting, 
“quality of life’ issues were the 
focus, reflecting topics apparently 
related to new County Executive 
Jack Johnson’s initiative in that 
area. Director of City Planning 
Celia Craze and Davis noted that 
in the past code enforcement has 
been a problem. City efforts to 
enforce the zoning code, get con- 
tempt citations against noise vio- 
lations and other such code en- 
forcement matters had often not 
been taken seriously by the 
county and the judiciary. State’s 
Attorney Ivey agreed. He said he 
is working to change this pattern 
by encouraging pre-screening 
meetings with local officials to 
ensure that law enforcement per- 


sonnel are “on the same page” 
prior to efforts to enforce specific 
code violations. Ivey also 
pointed out that he has assigned 
more staff to work on these mat- 
ters. He noted that changing ju- 
dicial attitudes may take a longer 
effort and is beyond his purview. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White queried Ivey about the 
success of a recent experiment to 
allow the City of College Park 
to directly enforce the zoning 
code. The State’s Attorney felt it 
was too early to tell how suc- 
cessful this experiment was but 
emphasized that if it worked, 
Greenbelt would be able to re- 
quest the same power — bearing 
in mind always that the county 
has final authority in zoning 
matters. 

Greenbelt Issues 

A recent local case where a 
judge reduced a sentence for a 
person convicted of murder only 
to have the paroled offender 
charged with another murder 
prompted a question from 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts, 
who expressed opposition to 
judges having this authority. 
Ivey and several other speakers 
agreed. Ivey discussed possible 
methods of limiting or eliminat-

Izolda at the Arts Center

Let’s — start 
out with a state- 
ment that you

Izolda’s Mon- 
day concert at 
the Greenbelt 
Arts Center to 
celebrate the re- 
lease of her new 
CD, you missed 
one of the best 
musical perfor- 
mances given in 
your lifetime. 
Period. Tie 
Greenbelt resi- 
dent terms her 
style Folk 
Nouveau, but don’t let that 
throw you off. Her offerings run 
the range from soulful Celtic to 
jumpy Moldavic (and it’s worth a 
listen to find out what Moldavic 
music is). She can take such old 
favorites as “Up On the Roof” 
and twist them around her little 
finger and place them gently in 
your heart, then turn up the juice 
strong enough to get you jump- 
ing in your seat. 

Izolda’s smooth, sweet alto hit 
every note to perfection. Putting 
away her guitar and belting out 
a capella, or sometimes just with 
a percussion accompaniment, she 
held the stage with such a com- 
manding presence that nothing 
more was necessary. However, 
that didn’t keep her from bring- 
ing a stunning array of musi- 
cians to back her up. Each ob- 
viously a virtuoso on several in- 
struments (as is Izolda herself), 
together they spun a pure and 
seamless sound that both blended 
and gave a multifaceted counter- 
point to Izolda’s voice. The 
players included Jim Brewster on 
percussion, silver flute and re- 
corder; Diana McFadden on 
cello, mandolin and percussion; 
Janet Morton on harmony vo-

ing that authority. He noted 
that most remedies would require 
state legislative action and ques- 
tioned whether key leaders 
would agree to such limits on 
judicial authority. 

The high rate of local auto- 
mobile theft led to another 
lengthy discussion. Ivey 1s at- 
tempting to have thefts treated 
more seriously. Several council- 
members agreed strongly with 
this approach. They viewed it as 
a serious quality of life issue, 
leading to contempt for law and 
law enforcement when thieves 
are rarely apprehended or pun- 
ished. Police Chief James Craze 
noted that the actual rate of car 
theft has remained about the 
same for the past few years. 

Chief Craze came forward and 
raised a number of issues specific 
to Greenbelt. He asked if an in- 
dividual member of the State’s 
Attorney’s office could be desig- 
nated to work with Greenbelt au- 
thorities on capital cases, to 
which Ivey immediately agreed. 
When Craze asked if a staff 
member had been designated to 
work specifically with police 
shootings, Ivey responded with 
the name and telephone number 
of the relevant person. 

Discussion then turned to the 
issue of improper behavior on 
public property, specifically at 
Roosevelt Center. Craze asked 
about the possibility of banning 
certain persons from the area, as 
is done in many malls. Ivey 
noted, however, that this is a 
difficult issue, since constitu- 
tional problems are involved 
when controlling access to pub- 
lic property. He commented that 
various laws can be used in at- 
tempting to control offensive be- 
havior in public places. Never- 
theless, there is a “fine line,” he 
said, between enforcement and 
harassment. 


Finally, Craze urged that there 
be better separation of witnesses 
and complainants from persons 
accused of crimes (and their fami- 
lies) at the Prince George’s 
County Courthouse. Ivey agreed 
that this could be a problem not- 
ing that he has several rooms set 
aside only for complainants and 
witnesses. 

Other Items 

The meeting concluded with 
discussions of three specific 
“quality of life” issues of concern 
to Greenbelt: money raising at 
intersections, illegal sign posting 
and pedestrian safety. In re- 
sponse to the first issue, Ivey 
noted that laws are in place 
against panhandling. He sug- 
gested that violations be reported 
to his office. 

Posting of temporary signs, 
however, is essentially outside 
the jurisdiction of the State’s 
Attorney’s Office, according to 
Ivey. If a state road is involved, 
he said, the State Highway Au- 
thority would be the relevant 
agency. 

Likewise, pedestrian safety is 
outside his area, Ivey said. He 
noted that only one county court 
handles all traffic violations, 
generally meaning that more uni- 
formity in enforcement can be 
expected in this area than in 
most areas of code for which he 
is responsible. 

At the meeting’s conclusion, 
Davis asked Ivey if he had ques- 
tions or requests for Greenbelt. 
The State’s Attorney responded 
that he would be most interested 
in learning of local programs 
which were — or could be — sup- 
portive of law enforcement ef- 
forts. Two specific areas Ivey 
mentioned were all kinds of 
youth services and Spanish lan- 
guage translation for spousal 
abuse cases. 


Senior Resource of the Month: 
Benefits Checkup

This new column will focus on providing Greenbelt residents 
with information and access to resources to enable seniors to 
remain independent and to empower caregivers to continue to 


provide quality care to Greenbelt residents. 


Each month we 


will focus on a new resource available through the Greenbelt 
Assistance In Living (GAIL) program. 
This month’s resource is the Benefits Checkup. This free 


screening is offered by the National Council on Aging. It will 
determine one's eligibility for over 1100 Federal, State and lo- 
cal programs and services available for seniors and disabled 
adults. This anonymous screening takes approximately 15 min- 
utes and results in a printed report that describes each program 
and gives the senior a telephone number to contact to enroll in 
the program. In many instances if an application is required the 
form can be downloaded directly from the internet. Don’t worry, 
for those who are not online, the Community Resource Advo- 
cate, Christal Batey, will complete their interview via the phone 
and mail out the report. 

Anyone who would like to schedule a free screening may 
contact her at 301-474-8000 ext. 105. This screening informs 
participants about free prescription benefits for seniors, tax 
credit programs, discounts on products and community-based re- 
sources, just to name a few. The list of information needed for 
the screening is as follows: zip code, date of birth, veteran sta- 
tus, citizen status, current prescriptions, income, assets, type of 
residence, length of time in current residence and current ex- 
penses. Note that it does not ask for name, telephone number 
or Social Security number. This free screening does not put a 
person on a list for future mailing or calls. It does qualify par- 
ticipants by zip code and the information that is put into the 
system. So you must be as accurate as possible. The GAIL 
program’s advocate looks forward to hearing from caregivers or 
seniors who would like to have this free screening completed.

from vacation to find their car in 
the clutches of a towing com- 
pany. Thus, staff decided to try 
again, but to pick a time limit 
unlikely to snare many vacation- 
ers. 

Most of the councilmembers 
appeared to support some limita- 
tions on parking, although 
Mayor Judith Davis had her 
doubts. She noted that drivers 
often evade Greenbriar’s strict 
parking limit by moving over a 
Space or two, even if they have 
to push the car to get there. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens asked if 30 days was too 
long to allow a car to park in 
one space. Does the ordinance 
serve a useful purpose if some- 
one only has to move a car once 
a month? He suggested that 14 
or 15 days would be a more ap- 
propriate limit. Davis stated her 
preference for the original 30 day 
limit. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
asked Landen how investigations 
of apparently stationary cars are 
triggered — do they mostly result 
from citizen complaints? She re- 
plied that the identification can 
stem from a complaint or from 


an officer noticing that a car al- 
ways seems to be in the same 
parking spot. Turnbull con- 
cluded from her response that the 
30 day clock does not actually 
start until a car has been in its 
spot for quite some time, making 
it unlikely that anyone away or 
indisposed for a couple of weeks 
would be improperly caught, 
even with a 14-day limit. Rob- 
erts stated his preference to keep 
the limit at 30 days. 

Shortly after that, the fun be- 
gan. Turnbull offered the ordi- 
nance for first reading with the 
time limit reduced to three 
weeks, but with the owner get- 
ting 72-hours notice before the 
vehicle is towed. He argued that 
an owner with a dead battery 
should not have to take off work 
to avoid a tow (Landen later 
noted that the 48-hour towing 
notice is established in both city 
and state law.) 

White objected to the scope 
of Turnbull’s changes and argued 
that it was improper to introduce 
an ordinance for first reading 
that is different from the written 
copy. Davis ruled that Turn- 
bull’s motion was in order and

invited Roberts to challenge her 
ruling if he disagreed. 

Council went round and 
round on this, with disputes over 
who had the floor and some di- 
rect argument between council- 
members, until Turnbull ex- 
plained that he thought the 
original ordinance had already 
been introduced and that he was 
merely trying to move the issue 
forward by allowing council the 
option of considering either time 
limit at the next meeting. He 
then withdrew his motion. After 
a bit more discussion, Roberts in- 
troduced the original version of 
the ordinance for first reading 
and council moved on to the 
next agenda item. Period. End 
of discussion. (Well, except for 
a little more debate over proper 
procedures and whether the sub- 
stance of an ordinance should be 
discussed at first reading.) The 
ordinance can be amended on 
second reading.
